TO-DAY’S MEETING.

SAFEGUARDING POLICY 
TO BE DISCUSSED. 


—_—_o-" 


The situation created by the publicly 
expressed differences of opimion among 
the British, Cabinet Ministers on the 
subject of safeguarding is to be considered 
by the Cabinet at its weekly meeting this 
morning. | 

It is stated to be the view of the Prime 
Minister that members of the Cabinet 
must conform to the traditional conven- 
tion of Cabinet solidarity in matters ol 
Government policy—which means that. 
they must all say the same thing. Apart 
altogether from the personal issues raised 
by the speeches of Ministers, there is 
a good deal of confusion in Conservative 
ranks about the facts in relation to 
fovernment policy. 

The aaentins has been circulated from 
one semi-official source that the Govern- 
ment has already decided the safeguard- 
ing policy on which it will fight the next 
election, while according to another 
semi-official source the Cabinet has not 
vet taken any decision about the future. 

" Mr. A. V. Alexander, one of the Labour 
front benchers, who desires to bring 
Ministerial differences to the notice of the 
House, has had to remodel his question to 
the Prime Minister in order to bring it 
within the rule which forbids a member 
to question the Government on a speech 
delivered in the House itself.

The question gives the Prime Minister 
an opportunity, if he desires to take it, 
of explaining what the facts of the situa- 
tion are regarding Government decisions 
on future policy concerning iron and 
steel and the extension of the .safeguard- 
ing system generally.

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LORD BALFOUR’S THROAT

ASKS QUESTIONS, BUT COULD 
NOT MAKE A SPEECH. . 


Lord Balfour was suffering from throat 
trouble and unable to. make a speech 
vesterday, when he entertained a large 
gathering of scientists and industrialists 
at the official inauguration of the 
Forest Products Research Laboratory, at 
Prince’s, Risborough, which comes within the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Re- 
search, under the Privy Council. The labora- 
tory has cost £80,000. 

Travelling from his town house in his Rolls- 
Royce presented to him last week by the 
Houses of Parliament on his 80th birthday, 
Lord Balfour spent a vigorous afternoon, 
first welcoming, with his charming smile and 
hearty handshakes, his two or three hundred 
guests; then taking tea with them, and 
afterwards making a detailed inspection of the 
various processes of investigation, directed 
mainly towards the prevention of timber 
decay, and the more economical use of timber 
by the-timber-using industry. 

This occupied him fully one and a half 
hours. 

Although suffering somewhat from throat 
trouble, he appeared to be in excellent health. 
“TI could not make a speech if I tried,” he 
said, '““ my voice has almost gone.” 

Lord Balfour, however, put questions to 
the chiefs and assistants in the various de- 
partments, and, when told that he must not 
talk too much, replied, with a smile: ‘‘ But 
I must ask a few question, you know” 

Lord Balfour showed particular interest in 
eliciting information as to the way in which 
tennis racket manufacturers have been materi- 
ally assisted in the production of the best 
rackets. He was also informed that sub- 
stantial progress has been made in studing 
the control of the lyctus beetle, which infests 
new furniture and gawn timber. 

It- was stated that the beetle had found its 
way into this country from America.

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“THE LAW’S LONG DAYS.” 
DURATION OF SITTINGS. 
LETTER FROM. MR. DUDLEY WHITE, 


Srr,—The law’s long’ days will soon 
become a byword of- teproach, as from the 
start of law. the law’s delays. used to be. 
I wish this letter to be impersonal; I 
write it, from a sense, of public duty. I give 
a résumé of the hours of sitting in cases 
in which 1 have acted since the Central 
Criminal Court in Ireland was set up. 

First case noted, November, 1925. 
Attarney-General v. Hugh Qallan and others. 
The Court sat 10.50 a.m. and rose 11.55 
p.m.—l1á hours and 25 minutes, 

Attorney-General v. Clerkin. and others, 
tried on 17th February; 1928. Court sat 
till 10.35 p.m. 

Attorney-General v. Jackson and another, 
Thursday, March Ist, 1928. Court sat till 
11 p.m. 

Same case, Saturday, March 3rd, 1928. 
Jury retired 9.42, disagreed and were dis- 
charged 10.45 p.m. The Court had sat on 
Friday, 2nd March (I have no record of 
the hours on that date). 

Attorney-General v. Dowse and others. 
Court sat on the 7th, 8th and 9th of March. 
On the last date. the Court rose at 1.50 
a.m.—that is upon the morning of the next 
day to the day of opening. 

On March 12th and 13th the same Dowse 
was tried alone and was acquitted at a 
normal hour, 4.45 p.m. 

On March 27th and 29th a case did not 
finish till 10.20 p.m. on the second day. . 

Finally, on Thursday, July 26th, of this 
year, in the case of the Attorney-General v. 
Toal, the Court sat at 10 a.m. for the 
fourth day of trial, having sat at 10.50 a.m. 
on Monday, July 23rd, when the long panel 
was called, and at. 10 a.m. on ‘Tuesday 
and Wednesday. The verdict was brought 
in by the jury at 10.58 p.m., and sentence 
of death was pronounced as clocks were 
striking 11 at night: The jury was then 
summoned for Friday, July 27th, not at 11 
a.m., the hour that has been usual in my 
experience of Green street for twenty-one 
years, “ as man and boy in different posi- 
tions”? as junior barrister and Kings 
Counsel. 


, 


It is instructive to learn what is the 
ractice in other Courts. In a case of 
a Horatio Spring, reported in 17 
Criminal Appeai Reports at vage 96 (the 
Court of Criminal Appeal in England con- 
sisting of the Lord Chief Justice, Mr. Justice 
Sankey, and Mr. Justice Salter), the Lord 
Chief Justice said:—‘‘ ‘here was abundant 
evidence upon which the jury could convict. 
That being so, and the transaction being 
capable of either a guilty or an innocent 
interpretation, it was necessary to direct the 
jury carefully, and. especially upon what 
the prosecution had to prove. The trial was 
continued until 8 p.m., and whether it is 
useful to direct a jury on matters of some 
difficulty at the close of a very long day is 
worthy of consideration. It was a case in 
which it was essential that the law should 
be fully explained to the jury, and the 
Court thinks in the circumstances that the 
conviction is unsatisfactory.’’ The conviction 
was quashed. The appellant had been 
convicted at the Middlesex Sessions on the 
árd February, 1923,- before the Deputy- 
Chairman, of the larceny of a motor car, 
and had been sentenced to eighteen months’ 
imprisonment, with hard labour. 

The obvious question put to me by every- 
one is, “Who is to blame?” My answer 
from personal knowledge, gained by ex- 
perience, is by way of drsh paradox— 
‘‘nobody, yet everybody’’—primarily, the 
judges, who will not be firm enough to stop 
at 5 p.m. at latest. Next the jurors, un- 
consciously, of course. They are left in the 
dark. I could spend much more space than 
you can give me to tell of their sorrows. 
laken from their business, unpaid, at times 
not treated with too much respect, engaged 
in squalid surroundings and hearing loath- 
some crimes, they naturally wish—even 


, those, and they are the vast majority, who 


loyally discharge their duty—as soon as may 
be to finish and get away. 

Jurors are not auly' guided 
they wish to leave. Judges and the 
counsel on both sides have a habit con 
sistently and persistently to under-estimate 
by 334 per cent. the time a case will take. 
In all my legal life 1 have been unable to 
know what the psychology of this frame of 
mind really is. With ali, I am sure, it is 
that gracious, but wrong, wish of even kind 
people in our country to say what pleases 
even for a moment without seeing that to 
know the worst is often best, when true. But 
when the juries ask to sit on, they are like 
children asking for a loaded gun or a razor 
that attracts them, not knowing its danger~ 
not knowing what hours they will be kept 

In one of the cases of which I have 
written, on the third day of a first hearing 
the jury disagreed at 11 p.m. In the re- 
hearing of the same case the week after, on 
the third day at 7 p.m.—all finished except 
the judge's charge—they were asked 
if they would sit on and finish or adjourn. 
Of course, they said, ‘‘Sit on.” But they 
were not told that in that very case at the 
same point of time the week before the jury, 
who asked to sit on, found that they were 
kept till 11 at night. The late Lord Chief 
Justice Cherry used to say to me, his counsel, 
when I was acting with him in jury cases for 
the Crown, ‘‘Injustice is sometimes done 
when á Court sits after five o’clock.”’ 

The sittings of the Central Criminal Court 
in England as as follows—ex relatione my 
friend, Sir Herbert Austin, Clerk of the 
Court :—‘‘ This Court usually sits fram 10.30 
a.m. till 4.15 p.m. Of course, in case of need 
the Court will sometimes sit cn till 5 p.m., 
but such occasions are rare, especially in view 
of the fact that late sittings are deprecated 

y the Court of Criminal Appeal.” 

The late Judge Hawkins used to sit till 11 
at might in a temperature of 70, to suit his 
own caprice. Sitting like that at present at 
the Old Bailey would, I am told,: incon- 
venience (and it was officially estimated) about 
72 people—jurymen, counsel, solicitors, police, 
journalists and attendants of the Court, to 
say nothing of the accused, who is often quite 
forgotten. 

In the “‘ Manual of Military Law ” (1914 
edition), Rule 65, Note 3, at page 614, reads 
as follows:—‘‘ Sittings of six or seven hours 
will be found, as a rule, quite long enough, 
and they should not be further protracted 
without some special reason.” King’s Regula- 
tions (1912 edition, p. 579). ‘* Too long sittirgs 
unduly strain the attention of the members, 
and may operate unfairly to the accused, as 
at the close of a long sitting he cannot 
properly make his defence.’’ In the King’s 
Regulations, under ‘the heading ‘‘ Reasonable 
Period’’ for duration of sittings, it is from 
10 a.m. to 4 p.m. or 11 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

Again, in view principally of the jurors, but 
also of counsel, witnesses, journalists, Civic 
Guard, the officials and attendants in the 
Court, sittings before 11 a.m. are extremely 
inconvenient. Business men and others can- 
not open their letters or go to the bank. to 
say nothing of domestic and other duties, and 
for those who have to attend from remote 
parts of County Dublin it must often mean 
great hardship. 

In conclusion, what is the remedy? 
jus ibi remedium. : 

(1) Let the Court of Criminal Appeal in 
Ireland follow the precedent of the Court in 
England—that happy land where common- 
sense is so prevalent—and lay down some rule 
of guidance for all the Courts. 

(2) If necessary, by statute prescribe that 
no Court shall sit before 11 a.m. or after 
5 p.m. This, no doubt, has the evil element 
of bureaucracy about it, and would suggest 
that the judges have to be compelled to be 
reasonable and considerate. 

(3) Let the judges themselves, being affected 
with notice of the effects of the present 
system, if system it be called, by common 
consent amongst themselves abolish it as 
something found by all to be unpleasant, not 
to say absurd. 

Of the effect upon the health of those who, 
day in day out, and at times, as I have 
shown, by night, strive with heart and soul 
to serve the State, dealing in the mephitic 
air of Green street Courthouse with the 
saddest things in life, this, perhaps, is not 
the place or time to tell.—Yours, etc.,

JOCKEY CLUB LOSES A 
“FRIENDLY ACTION. 


ee, 
APPLICATION OF THE 
GAMING. ACT.

The question whether the Jockey Club 
stood to win anything on the issue of a 
race—and, if so, what—was one of. the 
points considered in the course of a judg- 
ment delivered in the Chancery Division, 
London, yesterday, by Mr. Justice Clauson. 

‘The action was a friendly one, in which 
the amount actually in question was rd 
£4, and it was brought by, the Englis 
Jockey Club against Mr. Edgar Wallace, the 
well-known author and racehorse awner, to 
test whether or not the engagement to pay 
forfeiture fees when a -horse — been 
entered for a certain race and did not run 
couiu be enforced at law, or was a gaming 
and wagering contract. | 

The po en Fa was to the effect that the 
contract could not be enforced at law, and 
the action was dismissed. — 

The plaintiffs’ representative of the Jockey 
Club were Lord. Ellesmere, the nior 
Steward, Lord Wolverton, Major Sir 
Leonard Brassey, and Sir Samuel Edward 
Scott, the trustees of the club, and Messrs. 
Weatherby and Sons. 

They asked for a declaration against Mr. 
Wallace that he was liable to pay, in accord- 
ance with the rules of the racing, the sum 
of £4 in respect of forfeits. 

In his defence, Mr. Wallace raised the 
important point that if there were a con- 
tract it was by way of gaming or wagering 
within the provisions of the Gaming Act, 
and was void and unenforceable. 

Mr. Justice Clauson, after recounting 
the incidents which led up to the action, 
said he held that Mr. Wallace's nomination 
of a horse, subject to the operation of 
Section 18 of the Gaming Act of 1845, 
was such as to constitute a con- 
tract between him and the Jockey Club. 
The first point raised by the plaintiffs was 
that the entrance fee, being a subscription or 
agreement to subscribe to a prize to be 
awarded to a lawful sport, which, in his 
(the judge's) view, racing clearly was, the 
contract was a perfectly valid and enforceable 
contract, even though it might be a contract 
by way of gaming and wagering. 
On that point the plaintiffs failed, and he 
had had to decide whether they were gaming 
and wagering transactions. It was said that 
to be a wagering contract one of the parties 
must either win or lose. It was clear that 
the defendant risked the loss of his entrance 
fee on the issue of the races, and also stood 
to win a prize. Did the Jockey Club stand 
to win anything, and, if so, what? The club 
stood to win the entrance fees, but it was 
strongly argued that they could not win, but 
if he (the judge) were right in the view that 
they were concerned as to whether the club 
stood to win or lose when they entered into 
other contracts. with the result that they 
could never be ulimate gainers, he came to 
the conclusion that the essential element of 
gaming was present, 

It, appeared to him that this was a contract 
under which Mr. Wallace risked his entratice 
fee to take a prize, and the Jockey Club 
risked the added money to gain the entranve 
fee. Mr. Justice Clauson said that he was 
ot free by reason of the authorities to con- 
sirue Section 18 of the Gaming Act of 1845 
as making these contracts enforceable in the 
Courts. “I hold, therefore,’’ he added, “ that 
these contracts are contracts by way ol 
wagering and gaming, each party seeking 
something on the issue of an uncertain event. 
This action seeks to enforce contracts by way 
of wagering and gaming, which are null and 
void, and it must consequently fail.”’ 

Mr. Justice Clauson inquired if Mr. Wallace 
had asked for costs. 

Mr. Giveen—No. 

Mr. Justice Clauson—Then the action will 
be dismissed without costs.

A chair attendant and the wife of a rail- 
way porter gave evidence for the prosecution. 

Mr. Mead said that, if what had been 
said was true, a £5 fine did not seem to be 
adequate. It was about the most outrageous 
case that one could think of, according to 
the evidence. He should remand this case 
for the police to consider whether the 
prisoners should be charged under the 
common law with indecency, That would 
require that they should be committed for 
trial, and, if convicted, they could be sent 
to prison for a long time.

The State Department yesterday received 
by ¢able from the American Minister in 
Peking a formal Note from the Nationalist 
Foreign Minister, Mr. C. T, Wang, request- 
ing Mr. Kellogg, the Secretary of State, to 
follow up the signature of the proposed 
Customs Treaty, which restores tariff 
autonomy to: China by the negotiation of a 
‘‘ proper settlement of all questions which are 
in néed of immediate solution. 

According to despatches received here from 
Pekimg, high hopes seem to have been 
aroused in the minds of the Nationalist 
politicians, that the United States would 
readily consent to an immediate renunciation 
of her rights of extra-territoriality. Many of 
the newspapers here are urging Mr. Kellogg 
to take this step. Some of them point out 
that now is an excellent opportunity of fore- 
stalling Great Britain by further consolidat- 
inf; America’s commercial position in the 
Orient. 

It appears very doubtful, however, 
whether the United States Government will 
do anything of the kind, or will consent to 
the placing of American nationals in China 
under ‘the jurisdiction of the existing 
Chinese legal system. - Mr. Kellogg seems, 
in fact, disposed to follow Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain’s cautious, watchful policy. 

It is emphasised here that the question of 
ettra-territornality is on an entirely diffe- 
rent footing from the Tariff Treaty, which 
involves only an economic question, and that 
the adoption of an adequate, effective and 
modern system of legal administration. in 
China must precede the abandonment of the 
special extra-territorial privileges at present 
enjoyed by the United States.

WAGES BOARD. 


A’ meeting of the Irish Railway Wages 
Board was held yesterday at 24 Upper. Mer- 
rion street, Dublin, Mr. Justice Wylie, Chair- 
man, presiding. 

he first case submitted by Mr. Cecj] D, 
Watters, advocate for the National ‘Union 
of Railwaymen, was concerned with an appli- 
cation to have Porter James Conlan, New- 
bridge, G.S. Railways, paid expenses in 
accordance with Clause 12,.Sub-section 4, of 
the February, 1922, agreement from the 5th 
November, 1926, to the 10th February, 1927, 
while acting as shunter at the beet sidings, 
Carlow, where he had ‘been transferred dur- 
ing the beet season. No agreement had been 
reached in the matter by the Central Wages 
Board, the representatives of the railway 
company stating that it was the recognised 
practice to transfer members of the staff from 
one station to another to deal with seasonal 
traffic, and during the period of transfer 
the home station of the man concerned was 
that at which he was employed.

HOUSING,

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KILEENNY'S C3 CLASS 
POPULATION. 


In his annual report, Dr. P. Heffernan, 
Medical Officer for the County of Kilkenny, 
deplored the fact that oatmeal porridge, a 
splendid article of diet, and easy to be had, 
was becoming unfashionable, and is sup- 
planted by silk stockings. A large percentage 
of pétients treated by him were under fifteen 
years, of age, and suffering from non-pul- 
monary tuberculosis, due to the bovine type 
of bacillus. ; 

“-Milk,” he states, “ was the proper food 
Íor the baby. No food had yet been manu- 
factured or substituted which could take its 
place; but it should be milk, not liquid filth, 
as some unfortunate children were forced to 
pa;'take of. The staple food of children of all 
ages in town at present, he had learned from 
observation, was tea and white bread, and 
parents of the working classes told him that 
they Gould afford little else. This class of 
diet, coupled with bad housing, was found to 
produre the C3 ciass urban population.” 

Simple lectures by the teachers in schools 
on faod values were urgent necessities, and 
should even be made a compulsory subject. 
A certain quarter of the City of Kilkenny, 
where the housing was not fit for human 
habitation, produces 70 per cent. of the cases 
of tuberculosis.

STABLLISATION OF WAR 
PENSIONS.

From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

The Minister of Pensions, in the House 
of Commons yesterday, announced that war 
ensions would be stabilised on the 1919 
gure. It would cost the countr £65,000 

more. The Government had deci ed not to 
take into account. the drop in the cost of 
living since 1919, when the pensions were 
fixed. 
In Committee of Supply, ona vote of 
£2,037,515 for the Scottis Board of Health, 
Mr. W. Adamson (Labour, West Fife) 
called attention to the extent of unemploy- 
ment in Scotland, which, he said, was worse 
than in other parts of the United Kingdom, 
and was causing poverty and physical de- 
terioration of the people. ‘He pressed the 
Secretary for Scotland to do more ‘to enable 
the local authorities to shoulder the burden 
which had devolved upon them. ; 

Mr. MacQuisten (Conservative, Argyllshire) 
referred to the invasion of Scotland. by people 
from another island (Ireland). There was 
no doubt, he said, that it affected, the 
standard of living in Scotland. People com- 
ing from the South of Ireland had a different 
standard of living, and one result was that 
it considerably increased the problem. The 
deputation that came to the Secretary of 
State for Scotland on the matter had ex- 
presséd the hope that something would be 
done. He asked the Secretary for, Scotland, 
in considering the question of national health, 
to: direct his attention to what steps he 
could take to keep Scotland a little more for 
the Scotch than it had been in the last ten 
years, 

Mr. J. Stewart (Labour, St. Rollox) said 
that Mr. MacQuisten might have .carried 
his investigation to a still earlier period, and 
he would have discovered the reason why 
these people, whose nationality he did not 
mention, came to be in Scotland in such 
numbers. The Irish people were the people 
to whom Mr. MacQuisten was referring. 

The Chairman (Mr. F. Hope) pointed 
out that this was a matter which would 
require legislation, as the Secretary for 
Scotland had no power to prevent people 
from coming into Scotland, and it was, 
therefore, out of order. Mr. Stewart said 
that he would obey the chairman’s ruling, 
but he wished that they might have another 
day to go into Mr. MacQuisten’s ill- 
informed criticism. 

Mr. Duncan Graham (Labour, Hamil- 
ton) said that he would like to remind Mr. 
MacQuisten that it was not the Irish who 
depopulated the Highlands. (Hear, hear.) 
He should iike to know how many of the 
present landlords were really Scottish. 

The Chairman ruled that this subject must 
not be discussed, 

Major Elliott (Parliamentary Under-Secre- 
tary for Scotland), answering points raised 
in the debate, referred to unemployment in 
Scotland, and said that the Government 
perceived that it was urgently necessary to 
deal with it by legislation, and an oppor- 
tunity would be given to the House before 
the present year was out. 

The vote was passed, and at ten o’clock 
Mr. J. F. Hope proceeded to put all the 
outstanding votes in Committee of Supply 
from the chair. Several divisions were chal. 
lenged by the Opposition, but in every in- 
stance the Government secured a substantial 
majority
